N O T A LO N E O F T H EIR M ERITS. 


“Efforts have been made,” says the New* 


Y o r k Times, “to enlist ex-Presddent Wilson 
in a fight upon the Hughes-Harding trea­ 
ties. 
Nothing has come from him direct 
and publicly but the understanding is that 
he counsels a patriotic rather than a nar­ 
rowly partisan attitude. He is said to desire 
that the new agreements be studied impar­ 
tially on their merits, and that any decision 
reached by the democratic senators be 
based upon broad public grounds.” 
“ That,” remarks the Times, “would be a 
lesson in magnanimity which might further 
deepen republican 
mortification, 
and it 
. would, also be a lesson in sound politics.” 
So it would and it is to be hoped that this is 
the general course which 
the 
democrats 
ydll follow; but it is going to be necessary 
for them to give a rather broad and liberal 
interpretation to the 
injunction to study 
the new agreements “on their merits.” 
* 
After the republican 
performance last 
year, it will be as the Times says a very 
magnanimous thing if the democrats study 
these agreements on their merits and refuse 
to wreck the Hughes-Harding program for 
purely partisan reasons as the republicans 
wrecked the 
Wilson 
program. But the 
democrats may have to be even more mag­ 
nanimous than 
that 
and 
prepare their 
minds to support the new agreements even 
if not fully convinced that they are wholly 
meritorious in themselves. 
For it would 
have been even worse for the conference to 
do nothing than 
for 
it to frame agree­ 
ments of doubtful wisdom. 
An abortive 
conference might well break not the heart 
but the nerve of the world. 
A conference 
.which has accomplished something positive 
and something which appears for a time at 
least to be helpful 
will 
strengthen 
the 
morale of the world’s 
peoples 
and tide 
them over the crisis; and later on, at a bet­ 
ter season, the mistakes, if there are any, 
can be corrected. 
The democrats should ask themselves not 
only whether the Hughes-Harding agree­ 
ments are good. 
They should ask them­ 
selves also whether they can afford to ren­ 
der the conference a failure. 
Obviously, 
that involves something more than a study 
of the agreements on their merits. 


GOMPERS AND LENIN. 


This topsy-turvy world is still topsy-turvy. 
Here are the capitalists and the financiers 
ready and eager to sit dow n at Genoa with 
Lenin, and here is the head of the Ameri­ 
can Labor movement refusing to have any­ 
thing to do with the Russian leader who 
professes to love and exalt the “common 
man ' and declaring that the United States 
should not send representatives to Genoa 
if Lenin is to be there. 
It is true that Mr. Gompers has always 
been sternly opposed to Lenin and Lenin­ 


ism. He fought the effort of the Bolsheviks 
to capture American Labor and he is just 
as much opposed to the soviet and influ­ 
ence as he ever was. 
It is really a remarkable thing that the 
captains of capitalism should be willing to 
meet the soviet chief at Genoa and the cap­ 
tain of labor should oppose the plan so bit­ 
terly. 
But Mr. Gompers’ present stand is 
a striking illustration of how* deep and ear­ 
nest were the convictions that inspired him 
in his great and successful fight against the 
Bolshevik effort to get control of the labor 
movement in this country. 


A FAM OUS CHICKEN H EART. 


From the New York Herald. 


For ten years, as the New York Herald 
told in its news columns recently, the scien­ 
tists of the Rockefeller Institute have kept 
alive a piece of a chicken’s heart. It grows 
so rapidly that two-thirds of it has to be 
cut away every two days. 
Nobody knows 
how long the tissue will live if it is fed and 
kept at the normal chicken temperature of 
103 degrees. 
Ten years is not a remarkably long life 
for a 
chicken, 
as every old-fashioned 
boarding house keeper knows. 
But this 
chicken tissue, under the watchful care of 
Dr. Carrel and his successors, may live a 
hundred or a thousand years. It may show 
men the way to live as long as Methusaleh. 
It is pleasant to think 
of this chicken 
heart living until, say, A. D. 2922, and then 
having a great public funeral with no pall­ 
bearers less than 500 years old. 
It should 
be buried in Yellowstone Park, 
which by 
that time will be the site of the University 
of the Universe. 


T H E H EA R T OF A CHILD. 


From the Churchman. 
When we have made all the moral ob­ 
servations 
which 
occur to us concerning 
child labor, the protection and schooling of 
our children, we are led to believe that we 
have not even touched the heart of the mat­ 
ter. 
When Christ said: 
“Of such is the 
Kingdom of Heaven,” He was not, there is 
reason to think, merely furnishing Christi­ 
anity inspiration for Child Labor Sunday 
and the processes of democratic education. 
He must have been thinking about those 
clean springs of happiness and peace, of 
life unsoiled by worldliness, which is the ts- 
tate of the little child. 
The Middle Ages 
contrived to keep 
some of those 
springs 
pure which the ages since have polluted. 
The fascination which a man like Sadhu 
Sundar Singh had 
for us Wetsem Chris­ 
tians who met him, was due to the fact that 
he came to us with the heart of a child. If 
Christendom had kept closer to its Master, 
we should never have lost that high estate 
of sincerity and simple joy. 
It is what we 
most tragically lack in our care-worn and 
fear-ridden civilization. 
We must see to 
it that it lingers on in our churches and 
homes. 


A FREE PRESS. 


From Die New York Journal of Commerce 


The “Dry Goods Economist,” a trade 
publication of high standing and reputa­ 
tion, reproduces in its current issue a letter 
said to have been sent out by the “ Amer­ 
ican Valuation Association,” in which it is 
stated that some of the members of the as­ 
sociation have refused to renew their ad­ 
vertising contracts with the “Economist” 
because it has opposed the American valu­ 
ation plan. 
The association asks for sim­ 
ilar pressure upon the journal and suggests 
that advertising ought to be “given some 
consideration.” 
Thus is clearly put in a new form the old 
question whether we 
can, in the United 
States maintain a free press divorced from 
special interests. 
If it be true that every 
publication must assist, or at least keep si­ 
lent. when some 
of 
its advertisers want 
legislation designed to help them out of the 
treasury or from the pockets of the people, 
the idea of an unbiased 
press disappears 
and the newspaper becomes what radical 
agitators have alleged it to be— a journal­ 
istic prostitute purchaseable for a small 
dole at the will of any man in the street. 
Full publicity should be given to the names 
of those who thus seek to coerce the press 
in its opinions. 
We do not believe that the 
average business man who thinks even for 
a moment about public questions will sus­ 
tain a point of view* which starts from the 
notion that the press is a mere agency of 
the “advertiser.” 
We 
congratulate 
the 
“Dry Goods Economist” upon its stand, and 
warmly express our faith that the better 
sense of its constituency will approve and 
sustain it in adherence to its position, how- 
ever mistakably assumed, so long as its own 
inquiries and honest convictions call for ad­ 
herence thereto.

CHICAGO, 111., Feb. 8 —Hearings 
on applications for increases or de­ 
creases in wages for all classes of 
-rain ser\!ce employes except those 
in train, engine and yard service 
*ill be started here March 6. the 
Tailed Slates Railroad Labor Board 
has announced. 
The hearings for Increases or de­
